WEATHER -: 


Of the Moon. 


F the Moon change or be at the 
Full about the Middle of the 


Day, it ſeldom fails of producing, a 


good deal of Rain in Summer, and 
ſometimes Snow in Winter, within 
three or four Days before or after 
ſuch a Change or Full, if not on the 
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6 OBSERVATIONS 


very Day it changes, or is at the 
Full. Ds 


Should the Weather have been 
fair for ſome Time, if the Moon 
enters the firſt or laſt Quarter, at or 
about the Middle of the Day, it often 
proves Rain or Snow for ſome Time; | 
and as the Weather is when the 
Moen is in the laſt Quarter, fo it is 
frequently during the firſt Quarter 
of the next new Moon. 


If the Moon change, be at the 
Full, or enter either of the Quarters, 
between the Hours of two and four 
in the Afternoon, you may expect 
the Weather ſomewhat more favour- 
able than it was, when it changed, 

was 
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was at the Full, or entered either, of 
the Quarters about the Middle of 
the Day. | 


If the Moon change, be at the 
Full, or enter either of the Quarters 
between the Hours of four and fix in 
the Afternoon, you may expect the 
Weather will be more favourable 
than it was when it changed, was at 


the Full, or entered either of the 


Quarters between the Hours of two 
and four in the Afternoon. 


If the Moon change, be at the 
Full or enter either of the Quarters ' 
between the Hours of fix and ten in 
the Evening; you may expect the 
Weather will be mild, good and 
favourable ; eſpecially if the Wind 
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he ia the Weſt, or North Weſt : But 
if the Wind be in the South, South 
Eaſt, or South Weſt, and continue 
there, it often proves rainy for three 
or four Days. Should the Wind 
change from South to Weſt, and 
continue there, it often proves good 
and favourable Weather for the re- 
maining Part of that Moon, and 
ſometimes for the firſt Quarter of the 
new Moen following. 


If the Moon change, be at the 
Full, or enter either of the other 
Quarters, between the Hours of ten 
at Night, and two in the Merning, 
you may expect the Weather, if in 
Winter or Spring, to be exceeding 
cold, not much Snow, but ſevere 
Froſt; eſpecially if the Wind be in 
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On the WEATHER. 9g 
the North, or Eaſt. If in Summer, 
you may expect the Weather wil! be 
dry, eſpecially if the Wind be in the 
North, Eaſt, or Weſt: but ſhould 
it turn into the South (though the 
Weather may have been ſettled and 
good) and continue there for two or 

_ three Days, it frequently produces 
Rain, which continues till the Wind 
changes. 


If the Moon change, be at the 
Full, or enter either of the other 
Quarters, between the Hours of two 
and five in the Morning, you may 
expect, it in Winter, cold Weather, 
high Winds, and Storms of Snow, 
Hail, or Rain, If in Summer, you 
may expect the Weather cool, briſk 
Winds, attended with frequent 

NF Showers 
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Showers of Rain, eſpecially, if the 
Wind be in the South Eaſt, vom, or 
South Weſt. 


If the Moon change, be at the 
Full, or enter either of the other 
Quarters, between the Hours of five 
and ten in the Morning, you may 

expect high Winds and frequent 
Showers of Rain, Hail, or Snow, ac- 
cording to the Seaſon of the Year. 


Lau may expect ſome Rain, or 
Snow, according to the Seaſon of the 
Year, either on the third or fourth 
Day before, or on the third or fourth 
Day after every Change or Full of 
the Moon, in the whole Year; as 
alſo, at or near the Time when the 


Moon 
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Moon enters every firſt or laſt 


Quarter. 


If there appear a Circle about the 
Moon, you may expect ſtormy Wea- 
ther to follow ſhortly after. ; 


If the Moon appear red at its 
riſing or ſetting, two or three Times 
ſucceflively, it generally forebodes 
ſome ſtormy Weather to follow. 


If the Moon change on a Sunday, 
it is almoſt a certain Sign of a Flood 
before the next new Moon.

Of the Sun. 


F the Sun riſe clear, and ſhine 
about a quarter or nalf an Hour, 
and then be overſhaded by dark 
Clouds, and continue ſo for ſome 
Time, it certainly forebodes ſome 
Rain or Snow that Day, according 


to the Seaſon ot the Year, 


If ths Sun ſhine waa at riſing 


or ſetting, or bere® any Part of the 


* To bore, here ſignifies to apper dim and water- 


-- th through the Clouds. In the North they uſe the 


Word -WaDE. Thus when the Sun may be juſt 
diſcerned through rhe Clouds for ſome Hours together, 
they ſay THE SUN WADES.

Day, it is almoſt a ſure Sign of much 
Rain, 


If the Sun rife under a thin Cloud, 
though it may be overſhadowed for 


ſome Time, yet, if the Clouds dif- 
perſe, and the Sun ſhine clear, at or 


about ten O'Clock, it moſtly proves 
a fair Day. On the contrary, if the 
Morning be clear, and the Sun 
be afterwards overſhadowed with 
Clouds, and a ſmall Shower fall 
about ten O'Clock, you may expect 
more Showers before Night. 


If the Sun ſet under a thick black 
Cloud, it is almoſt a ſure Sign of 
ſome Rain the next Day. 


If the Clouds appear of a ſcarlet | 
Re d at or near the detting of the Sun,

it is a ſure Sign of fair Weather; but 
if they appear of a pale Red at or 
near the Setting of the Sun, it is a

Morning ator near the Riſing of the 
Sun, you may expect Rain or Wind, 
and often both before Night: If in

F the Wind I may ſafely ſay, 

that it is for the moſt Part, ſo 
uncertain and inconſtant, that very 
little can be mentioned poſitively 
concerning it, but the utmoſt I have 
been able to gather from obſerving 
it here follows.

The North Wind moſtly produces 
fair Weather, for though it may 


ſometimes produce Rain for a ſhort 

Time, yetif it continues in the North 

without veering about, you may ex- 

pect fair Weather to follow for ſome 
Days. ö 


The North Eaſt and North Weſt 
Winds, when fixed, are almoſt ſure 


Signs of fair Weather. On the con- 
trary, the South Wind, South Eaſt, 
and South Weſt Winds, are as ſure 


Signs of rainy Weather. 


When the Wind changes from 
North to South, and fixes there, you 
may expect Rain in two or three Days 
time, if not ſooner,

When the Wind keeps varying 


much, from one Quarter to another, 
you ma/ Expect Rain in twenty-four 
Hours. 


Of Fogs or Miſts. 


IF two miſty Mornings clear up, 
and continue fair, a third miſty 
Morning moſtly produces Rain. 


If the Miſt continues many Days, 
as it frequently does in November 
and December, I think it is a ſure 
Sign of much Rain or Snow falling in 
the Winter. 


I ſeldom knew the latter End of 
old March leave us without ſome 
EY Snow, 
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Snow, and it is obſervable for the 
moſt Part, that as the Weather is, 


when the Days and Nights are of 


equal Length, ſo it continues for 
ſome Weeks or Months, and ſome- 
times till the Days and Nights are of 
equal Length again, excepting ſome

? THEN the Day has been 


very Wet, it you can ſee in 
the Evening a ſmall Cloud of a deep 


red Colour, in any Part of the Sky,

If there be no Dew in a ſtill Sum- 
mer's Morning you may expect Rain 
before Night, ſometimes before 
Noon. 


In a hazy Summer's Morning, 


when you ſee many Spider-webs 


upon the Graſs, Trees, &c. you may 
expect it will clear up, and be hor, 
in general, befere twelve o'Clock. 


In Snow and hard Froſt, if you 


perceive in a Morning, the Walls of 


Fences, Out-buildings, &c. covered 
wich a thin whiniſh Cruſt, as if they 


had been painted, you may expect, 


for 
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for the moſt Part, a Thaw within 
two or three Days. 


If the Smoke from the Chimnies, 
inſtead of aſcending, fall to the 
Ground; you may expect Rain 
within twenty-four Hours, EE 
ſooner.
